An  Account  of  the  Surprifmg  Meteor  feen 
in  the  Air,  November  13th,  1803;  and 
other  Meteors  that  have  preceded  it,  &c. 


Friendly  Readers, 

On  Sunday  the  13th  of  November,  1  803,  at 
about  half  an  hour  paft  8  o'clock  at  night,  a 
very  vivid  and  fplendid  mettor  defcended  from 
eait  to  weft,  and  emitted  a  fine  filver  light, 
that  illuminated  the  whole  atmofphere. 
Thefe  fiery-meteors  are  a  kind  of  luminous 
bodies  that  ufually  appear  at  a  great  height 
above  the  earth,  with  a  fplendour  farpaffing 
that  of  the  moon,  and  fometimes  apparently 
as  large.  They  have  not  been  foand  to  ob- 
ferve  any  regular  courfe  or  motion,  but,  on 
the  contrary,  moving  in  all  directions ;  fre- 
quently breaking  into  feveral  fmaller  ones; 
fometimes  making  a  ftrong  hifling  found, 
fometimes  burfting  or  vaniihing  with  a  loud 
report,  and  fometimes  not.  The  moil  re- 
markable of  thofe  on  record  in  this  age,  ap- 
peared on  the  iSthof  Augnfiy  1783,  about 
9  o'clock  in  the  evening.  During  its  courfe 
it  appeared  feveral  times  to  change  its  fhape; 
fometimes  appearing  in  the  form  of  one  ball,

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fometimes  of  two  or  more,  fometimes  with 
a  train,  and  fometimes  without  one.  My 
opinion  therefore  concerning  fuch  meteors 
is  plainly  this,  that  they  properly  deferve 
that  name  of  meteors,  as  belonging  directly 
to  our  atmofphere;  and  that  they  are  no 
other  than  prodigious  ftorms  or  blafts  of 
thunder  and  lightening,  as  is  proper  and 
peculiar  to  thofe  more  elevated  regions  of 
our  air  in  which  they  appear  in.  In  order 
to  the  true  understanding  of  my  meaning, 
the  reader  muft  obferve  that  the  air  at  39 
miles  high,  is,  by  Dr.  Halle/s  calculation, 
agreed  to  now  by  all,  about  2000  times 
rarer  and  we;ker  than  it  is  here  with  us; 
that  a  ftorm  or  blaftof  this  kind,  even  here 
below,  feems  to  be  a  collection  of  nitro- 
fulphureous  and  fiery  vapors,  into  a  fort  of 
rolling  globe,  or  w  bin-wind  of  fire;  that 
this  is  thatfulrhen  or  pernicious  lighten, 
which  is  fo  terrible  in  its  effects;  that  it  is 
ill  11  accompanied  with  that  faigor  or  Rath, 
we  call  common  lightening,  and  with  that 
tonicru,  that  great  rolling  or  rattling  noife

lections  of  nitro-fulphureous  or  fiery  vapors 
may  be  vallly  larger  before  they  are  limited 
or  determined  by  the  external  air,  which 
by  rarefaction  is  excluded  from  within, 
where  it  is  fo  vaftly  rare,  than  the  like  col- 
lections are  with  us :  that  the  prodigious  ve- 
locity of  fuch  balls  may  be  alfo  better  fup- 
pofed  in  fuch  a  rare  and  thin  medium,  than 
in  ours,  fo  much  denfer  and  thicker;  and 
that  fo  much  the  greater  quantity  of  nitro- 
fulphureous  vapors  will  be  fpent  and  ex- 
haufled  by  one  fuch  ball  or  blaft,  than  by 
one  of  ours  here  below,  as  it  is  in  magni- 
tude greater;  which  will  alfo  render  fuch 
phenomena  in  the  fame  proportion  rarer  and 
feldomer  in  any  certain  region  there  than 
here.  Thefe  things  being  fuppofed,  which 
appear  to  me  very  reafonable,  it  will  be  a 
natural  account  of  thefe  appearances,  if  we 
efteem  them  direct  blafls  of  this  kind.  For 
certainly  thefe  fire-balls,  as  we  have  (hewed, 
are  Mill  within  the  limits  of  our  air,  the 
place  of  fuch  meteors:  they  have  all  the 
three  characters  of  fuch,  and  only  of  fuch 
blafts;  the  fulmer,  the  ball  or  whirl-wind 
of  pernicious  lightening;  the  fulgor,  the 
flafh  or  common  lightening;  and  the  toni- 
tru,  the  noife  or  thunder.    They  go  with

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a  fwiftnefs  which  we  have  no  examples  of 
here  in  any  meteors,  unlefs  it  be  in  fuch 
thunder  and  lightening.  So  that  I  do  not 
fee  room  for  much  doubt  in  the  cafe.  'Tis 
true,  the  rarenefs  of  the  air  above,  will,  as 
in  all  like  cafes,  greatly  deaden  and  damp 
the  found  of  the  thunder,  as  no  doubt  it 
does;  but  this  is  no  great  difficulty  here, 
becaufe  the  prodigious  vallnefs  of  the  blaft, 
it  it  be  all  fo  much  more  violent  as  the  fire- 
ball is  greater  in  quantity,  as  it  muft  natu- 
rally be,  will  abundantly  make  up  that  de- 
fect, and  afford  us  a  fu indent  found  not- 
withstanding; I  do  not  indeed  know  any 
mechanical  power,  that  in  fuch  a  fluid  me- 
dium as  the  air,  cm  caufe  fo  fudden,  and 
fo  prodigious  a  collection  of  fiery  vapors, 
and  carry  them  in  one  particular  horizontal 
direction  with  fuch  an  immenfe  velocity  as 
we  hsre  meet  with.  But  then,  I  am  equally 
at  a  lofs  for  the  mechanical  caufe  of  the 
Orange  effects  of  gun-powder,  and  01'  the 
like  caufe  of  the  velocity,  force,  and  di- 
rection of  thunder  and  lightening,  and  in- 
deed of  many  other  powers  of  nature;  oi 
whofe  exinence,  yet,  there  is  no  manner  of" 
queftion.    So  that  if  it  appears,  that  this,

blafts  of  thunder  and  lightening,  fuch  as  is 
proper  and  peculiar  to  the  higher  regions 
of  the  air,  as  I  hope  it  now  does;  we  ought  not 
to  object  this  difficulty  againftthe  prefent  fo- 
l.ution,  which  is  built  upon  the  known  pro- 
perties of  nitre- fulphureous  vapors  in  all 
fuch  explofions,  whether  of  guu-powder 
below,  or  of  thunder  and  lightening  a  little 
above.  1  (hall  now  obferve  a  few  things 
which  may,  on  this  occafion,  deferve  the 
attention  of  the  curious.  The  great  meteor 
or  fire-ball  on  the  18th  of  jHuguft,  1783,  I 
fpoke  of  before,  was,  from  obferv  .1  >ns, 
about  a  mile  in  diameter,  being  found, 
alio  by  obfervation,  near  50  miles  high ; 
therefore  fuifc  a  collection  of  nitro-fulphu- 
reous  vapors  as  this,  is  to  fuch  a  collection 
of  the  Viae  vapors  in  the  largeft  thunder- 
ilorm<  here  below,  if  fcarce  20  feet  diame- 
ter, as  the  cubes  of  thofe  diameters,  or  as 
16,000,000  to  1.  So  that  the  explofion  or 
force  of  luch  a  ball  of  fire  as  this  would 
naturally,  as  to  light,  found,  and  ftrength/ 
be  in  the  fame  proportion  alfo.  Therefore 
it  is  no  wonder  that  the  found  of  the  e  - 
plofion  of  the  fire-ball  of  the  lBtn  of  Au- 
guji,  as  mentioned  above,  was  heard  at  the 
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JUNE  xxx  Days.

exp'ofion  itfelf  (as  was  that  furprifing  me- 
teor, feen  in  the  air,  March  19th,  1 7 1 9) 
even  through  that  upper  air,  where  it  is 
about  2000  times  rarer,  and  in.  the  fame 
proportion  weaker  than  it  is  here  below. 
Therefore  if  this  ball  of  fire  had  been  di- 
rected downward,  meaning  that  of  1783, 
and  came  into  our  lower  air,  and  been  there 
exploded,  its  found,  at  the  fame  diitances, 
would  have  been  about  2000  times  as  great 
as  it  then  was.  So  that  belides  the  fad  de- 
folation  that  might  arife  from  fuch  balls  of 
fire,  would  have  been  vaftly  fudden  and  ter- 
rible, the  very  found  or  concuflion  of  the 
air  would  have  itfelf  been  exceeding 
dreadful,  and  very  fatal  alio  to  all  the 
neighbouring  animals,  trees,  and  buildings 
whatfoever.  Some  of  the  fmaller  meteors  of 
this  kind  afford  no  found  at  this  diftance; 
but  the  larger  forts  do  always  to  a  great  de- 
gree. A  fmall  meteor  of  this  fort,  fuch  as 
that  on  the  13th  of  November,  1803,  if  it 
had  defcended  to  the  earth,  inits  full  blaze, 
would  have  been  abundantly  fufficient  to 
have  deftroyed  a  town  or  village,  and  that 
in  an  inftant.    We  know  of  no  mechanical

Oh,  Lncharjtting  fin  !  of  fad  impending  fate, 
Deilroys  foul,  body,  credi :,  and  eilate. 
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caufes  that  can  prevent  fuch  a  defcent  of 
thefe  meteors  downwards:  for  as  our  com- 
mon thunder  and  lightenin  :  certainly  do, 
and  that  not  feldom,  defcend  from  the  clouds 
to  the  earth,  and  make  leffer  deftruttions. 
there,  fo  that  our  belt  obfervations  incline 
us  to  alio  v.  that  all  meteors  of  this  kind  have 
a  little  defcended  in  their  courfe  alio.  All 
our  bed  hiftories,  as  well  as  fome  of  our  own 
obfervations  of  fire-balls  or  meteors  of  this 
kind,  whofe  heights  have  been  meafured, 
never  give  lefs  than  20  or  30  miles  altitude 
to  any  of  them,  but  very  often  they  pafs 
over  at  the  height  of  50  or  60  miles,  as 
that  of  1783,  by  fome  good  judges  and 
learned  men,  was  fuppofed  to  hnve  done 
Whence  it  appears,  that  the  great  and  good 
Author  of  nature  has  generally,  in  the 
courfe  of  his  providence,  confined  them  to 
the  upper  regions  of  our  air,  and  preferved 
the  lower  parts  of  it,  with  the  inhabitants 
of  the  earth  and  feas,  from  the  difmal  ef- 
fects of  them ;  though  that  confinement  and 
prefervation  be  provided  for  by  caufes  no 
way  apparent  to  us  at  prefent.  That  we  ac- 
cordingly have  no  certain  accounts  of  any 
great  deitrudlion  brought  upon  mankind  by 
fuch  meteorsx  excepting  that  amazing  and 
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AUGUST  xxxi  Days.

Then  the  Lord  rained  down  upon  Sodom  and 
upon  Gomorrah  brimftone  and  fire,  from  the 
Lord  out  of  heaven.  And  he  overthrew 
thofe  cities,  and  all  the  plain,  and  all  the 
inhabitants  of  thofe  cities,  and  that  which 
grew  upon  the  ground.  But  Lot's  wife 
looked  back  from  behind  him,  and  lhe  be- 
came a  pillar  of  fait.  And  the  fmoke  of  the 
country  went  up  as  the  fmoke  of  a  furnace, 
v.  28.  Which  is  elfewhere  alluded  to,  alfo 
by  Mofes,  in  thefe  words;  Deut.  29.  v.  23. 
The  whole  land  thereof  is  brimftoae,  and 
burning  fait;  that  it  is  not  fown,  nor  beareth, 
nor  any  grafs  groweth  therein;  like  the 
overthrow  of  Sodom  and  Gomorraljy  Admab 
and  Zsboim,  the  Lurd  overthrew  ''n  his  an- 
ger, and  in  his  wrath.  Diodorus  SicuLis  fays, 
that  places  near  this  Afphaltites,  or  Lake  of 
Bitumen,  are  fiery,  and  of  an  ill  favor,  and 
make  the  bodies  of  the  inhabitants  fickly, 
and  altogether  fhort -lived.  Strabo  fays, 
There  are  many  indications  of  a  burning 
foil  here :  which  confirm  the  tradition  of

the  inhabitants  adjoining,  which  fay,  There 
were  therein  of  old  thirteen  cities,  the  prin- 
cipal of  which  was  Sodomy  whofe  circuit  is 
ftill  fhewn  of  60  furlongs;  and  that  the  lake 
arofe  from  earthquakes,  with  the  eruptions 
of  fire,  and  of  hot  and  brimftony  waters; 
whereby  the  ftones  took  fire,  while  fome  of 
the  cities  \v,ere  fwallowed  up,  and  others 
deferted  by  thofe  who  could  get  away. 
Tacitus  fays,  That  thefe  plains  are  related 
to  have  been  anciently  very  fruitful,  and 
with  great  cities  in  them;  but  that  they 
were  burnt  by  a  blaft  of  thunder  and  lighten- 
ing 1  the  footfteps  of  which  remain:  that 
the  land  looks  burnt,  and  has  loft  its  ferti- 
lity; becaufe  all  things  that  grew  there, 
whether  of  their  own  accord,  or  by  cul- 
ture of  the  labourers,  both  the  herb  and 
the  flower,  when  they  feem  nearly  ripe, 
become  black  and  empty,  and  feem  to  va- 
nilh  away  into  afhes.  Solinas  fays,  There 
is  a  large  bay,  that  opens  itfelf  a  great  way 
from  Jgrufalem,  which  was  ftricken  from 
heaven,  as  a  black  foil  that  turns  into  afhes ; 
there  were  there  two  cities,  Sodom  and  Go- 
morrah by  name,  the  appje  of  which  places, 
when  it  feems  to  be  ripe,  cannot  be  chewed ;

Now 
how  exactly  thefe  defcriptions  agree  to  a 
country  deftroyed  by  fuch  terrible  meteors 
as  thefe,  I  dare  appeal  to  all  fober  and  con- 
fiderate  naturalills :  while  the  rain  of  lire 
and  brimftone,  or  of  brimftone  on  fire,  with 
nitrous  falts  intermixed,  is  here  literally 
true ;  while  the  fmoke,  like  the  fmoke  of  a 
furnace,  is  alio  literally  true;  it  being  evi- 
dent in  fact,  that  all  volcanoes,  great  guns, 
and  fuch  meteors  as  thefe,  directly  leave  a 
mighty  fmoke  after  their  explofion:  while 
the  fait  lake  itfelf  would  eafily  thence  arife, 
by  the  penetration  of  fuch  fierce  and  fiery 
particles  into  the  bowels  of  a  country, 
which  was  full  of  flime-pits  already,  and 
fo  prepared  to  take  rire:  while  it  would 
thus  eafdy  deftroy  itfelf  by  a  fubverfion, 
an  overthrow,  or  an  earthquake,  and  there- 
upon admit  the  waters  of  the  river  J  or  dan  * 
from  the  neighbouring  fea  of  the  plain, 
and  would  infect  them  with  its  nitrous  and 
fulphureous  vapors,  and  fo  become  one  great 
fait,  or  dead  fea,  for  all  future  generations ;

while  the  remains  of  all  this  would  naturally 
produce  fuch  a  barren  foil,  full  of  fmoke 
and  afhes,  as  we  find  adjoining  t^e  fait  fea, 
by  the  foregoing  descriptions.  This  nitro- 
fulphureous  mower  would  alfo  naturally 
fall  on  Lot's  wife,  while  fhe  frayed  a  little 
behind,  looking  back,  as  not  fully  believ- 
ing God's  threatening  concerning  this  ter- 
rible deftruclion,  and  would  not  only  kill 
her  in  an  inftant,  but  render  her  body  im- 
mediately ItifF  and  fixed,  in  the  fame  pof- 
ture  wherein  me  was  when  it  fell  on  her; 
which  is  no  uncommon  circumirance  with 
us,  when  any  perfons  have  been  killed 
by  lightening ;  and  which  would  render 
her  a  Handing  pillar  of  fait,  of  nitrous 
fait,  in  a  literal  fenfe;  however,  a  pillar 
of  fait  for  perpetuity,  or  a  lading  monu- 
ment of  this  terrible  judgment  for  future 
generations.  And  fo  it  proved,  for  it 
was  ftill  in  being  feveral  years  after  our  Sa- 
viour's death,  as  the  Jewifh  hlilorian  Jo- 
fephus  himfelf  affures  us,_  and  whole  words 
feem  to  imply,  that  himfelf  had  feen  it 
alfo.  That  one  great  ordinary  intention 
and  ufe  of  thefe  meteors  feem  to  be  the  fame

Of  the  ECLIPSES  of  this  prefent  Year  1805. 

IN  general,  Six  Eclipfes  are  the  greatelt  number  that  can 
happen  in  any  one  year,  and  not  lefs  than  two ;  b.ut,  in 
this  year,  there  are  Seven  Eclipfes,  a  circumftance  I  never 
knew  before,  and  may  not  happen  again  for  a  great  number 
of  years.    The  Eclipfes  of  this  Year,  as  I  faid  before,  are 

Seven 
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Seven,  viz.  Five  of  the  Sun  and  Two  of  the  Moon  ;  they 
happen  in  the  following  order. 

The  firjft  is  a  very  fmall  Eclipfe  of  the  Sun,  on  Tuefday* 
the  ill  of  January,  being  New-year's  day,  at  one  o'clock  ia 
the  morning,  with  refpedl  to  the  meridian  of  London,  and 
therefore  invifible  to  us.  It  will  only  be  vifible  in  the  un- 
known fouthern  parts  of  the  globe. 

The  fecond  is  a  total  Eclipfe  of  the  Moon,  with  continuance,, 
on  Tuefday,  the  n;th  of  January,  in  the  morning;  but  the 
beginning  thereof  will  only  be  vifible  to  us,  and  the  weftern 
parts  of  Europe,  and  of  Africa,  The  Moon  will  fet  totally 
eclipfed  at  London,  and  parts  adjacent,  at  52  minutes  pall  7 
o'clock.  In  North  America  this  Eclipfe  will  be  feen  from  the 
beginning  to  the  end,  and  may,  I  prefume,  be  called  an 
A?nerican  Eclipfe ;  but  it  will  not  be  all  vifible  in  South  Ame- 
rica, for  to  the  eaftern  parts  thereof,  the  Moon  will  fet  before 
the  end  of  the  Eclipfe.  At  the  end  of  this  Eclipfe,  1  find 
the  Moon  will  be  vertical  a  little  to  the  Earl:  of  the  Sandwich 
Iilands,  in  latitude  21  degrees  North,  and  in  longitude  153 
'  degrees  Weft  from  London  ;  hence  this  Eclipfe  will  be  vifible 
to  all  the  Society  and  Friendly  Iilands  in  the  Great  South  Sea, 
The  end  alfo  will  be  vifible  at  the  New  Hebrides,  New  Cale- 
donia, New  Zealand,  and  all  along  the  eaftern  coaft  of  New 
South  Wales,  The  end  likewife  will  be  feen  in  the  eaftern 
parts  of  AJia.  In  this  kingdom,  the  time  and  manner  of  ap- 
pearance may  be  expeded  as  follows  ;

The  fifth  of  thefe  Eclipfe  s  is  rather  a  total  one  of  the  Moon, 
and  happens  on  Tlurfday,  the  nth  of  July,  in  the  evening, 
and  vifible  heie  in  part  only,  fh,  uld  the  air  prove  char,  for 
the  Moon  will  rife  eclipfed.  The  Moon,  at  the  beginning  of 
this  Eclipfe,  will  be  vertical  in  22  degrees  of  South  latitude, 
and  in  73  degrees  Eaft  longitude  from  London,  which  place  falls 
in  the  Eaftern  Ocean,  between  the  Ifland  of  Madagaftar  and 
that  of  Ne-zu  Holland,  near  one  of  Captain  Cooke's  tracts 
round  the  world.  Hence,  in  the  eaftern  parts  x>f  the  gl  be, 
this  Eclipfe  will  be  viiible  from  the  beginning  to  the  end, 
namely,  to  mod  of  the  weftern  of  the  Eaft  Indian  Ifland,  alfo 
on  the  weftero  coafts  of  New  Holland*  antf  qu;te  thr  ughout 
the  empire  of  the  Great  fvlogul,  iii  China,  and  the  Illand  of 
Borneo.  At  the  middle  of  this  Eclipfe,  the  Moon  will  be  ver- 
tical in  latitude  21  deg.  C2  min.  South,  Under  4.5  deg.  1  1  min. 
of  Eaft  longitude  from  London,  which  place  ]  find  falls  on  the 
globe,  upon  the  South  extremity  or  the  Ifland  of  Madagafcar; 
and  at  the  end  of  the  Eclipfe,  the  Moon  will  be  vertical  di- 
rectly over  Mataman,  in  21  deg.  and  40  min.  South  latitude, 
and  17  deg.  21  min.  longitude  Eaft  from  London.  Mataman  is 
a  defart  country  of  Africa,  and  is  bounded  on  the  North  by 

Benguda 
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Benguela,  on  the  Eaft  by  parts  unknown,  and  on  the  South  by 
the  country  of  the  Hottentots,  and  the  Wefl  is  bounded  by  the 
Atlantic  Ocean.  The  Moon  riles  eclipfed  on  the  eaftern  Coafts 
of  South  America.

Some  good  Rules  for  foretelling  the  Alteration  of  the 
Weather,  by  the  Barometer  or  We ather-Glass,  for 
the  ufe  of  the  Farmer,  Grazier,  and  others,  that  may  have 
got  a  good  one,  as  bad  ones  have  only  got  the  name  of  a 
Weather-glafs,  therefore  of  no  ufe.  The  Rules  were 
drawn  up  by  Mr.  Andrews,  of  RoyJIon,  many  years  ago 
and  have  anfwered  beyond  any  others  hitherto  pur  limed.

Andrews,  who  fells  the  Befi  Weather  Glasses. 

1.  THE  rifing  of  the  Mercury  generally  prefages  fair  wea- 
ther, and  its  falling  foul. 

2.  A  fwift  falling  of  the  Mercury  is  a  certain  forerunner  of 
wind  or  thunder;  but  if  it  defcend  flowly,  ic  fhews  rain  or 
fnow  to  be  approaching. 

3.  No 
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3.  No  certain  fpace  of  time  can  be  afligned  betwixt  the 
prefage  of  the  Barometer  and  the  change  of  weather  thereby 
fignified  ;  but  there  rarely  happens  any  material  alterations, 
that  is  not  foretold  by  the  Mercury,  at  leafl  twelve  hours  be- 
fore hand,  except  in  the  cafe  of  hurricanes,  ftorms,  or  thun- 
der, in  all  which  cafes  the  fwiftnefs  of  its  defcent  is  a  Suffi- 
cient warning  of  what  will  fhortly  follow  ;  and,  generally 
fpeaking,  the  longer  any  change  of  the  weather  is  fore- 
told before  it  happen?,  of  fo  much  longer  continuance  will 
it  be. 

4.  In  very  hot  weather  the  fudden  falling  of  the  Mercury 
forelhews  thunder  ;  and  at  any  time  fuch  defcent  prefageth 
windy  weather,  and  if  it  finks  very  low,  expect:  thunder, 
hurricanes,  or  high  winds,  in  which  cafe  as  foon  as  the  firft 
ftorm  is  ov~r  the  Quickfiiver  rifes  very  fa't,  but  after  the  firft 
fhock  the  Mercury  defcend<,  ftorms  of  hail,  rain,  or  fnow, 
certainly  follow. 

5.  In  winter  the  rifing  of  the  Mercury  prefages  froft,  and 
in  froHy  weather,  if  it  fall  three  or  four  divifions,  expect  a 
thaw  ;  but  in  a  continued  or  fettled  froft,  if  the  Mercury  rife 
it  will  certainly  fnow. 

6.  When  foul  weather  follows  immediately  after  the  falling 
of  the  Mercury,  expect  but  little  of  it:  judge  the  like  of  fair 
weather,  if  it  come  prefcntly  after  its  rife. 

7.  The  unfettled  motion  of  the  Mercury  denotes  uncertain 
and  changeable  weather. 

8.  In  wet  Weather  if  the  Mercury  rife  high,  and  it  continues 

to  rain  two  or  three  days  after  its  rifing,  if  it  fall  not  again  I 
during  that  time,  expeel  a  continuance  of  fair  weather  to  j 
follow. 

9.  If  in  fair  weather  it-d-^cends  very  low,  and  continues 
two  or  three  days  before  any  change  of  weather  happen,  ex- 
pect a  great  deal  of  wet,  and,  perhaps,  very  high  winds  for 
many  days  together. 

10.  When  the  wind  is  about  fhifting  to  the  North  or  Eaft, 
Of  to  any  point  betwixt  them,  the  Mercury  generally  rifes  j 
pretty  high,  notwithstanding  that  it  always  falls  for  wind  j 
from  any  other  Quarter;  and  in  fair  weather  the  greateft  j4 
elevation  of  tfre  Mercury  happens  upon  a  gentle  breeze  from  | 

about  . 
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about  North-Eaft ;  but  it  from  this  (Quarter  the  wind  blow- 
very  hard,  die  Mercury  will  fink  a  Iittie  in  the  tube,  though, 
in  this;cafe,  it  rarely  falls  below  changeable  ;  yea,  fo  fubje£l 
are  the  winds  of  this  Quarter  to  hold  trie  Mercury  fufpended, 
that  except  the  wind  change,  a  large  ihower  of  rain  often 
happens,  without  the  le  dl  warning  from  the  Barometer  ; 
therefore  fo  long  as  thefe  windb  blow,  we  have  no  certainty 
of  fair  weather,  how  high  ibever  the  Mercury  may  (land  in 
in  the  tube,  feeing  we  often  meet  with  heavy  rains  along 
with  eafterly  winds. 

II.  You  muft  not  fo  fmflly  mind  the  words  direilly  an- 
fwering  the  furface  of  the  Mercury  (though  the  weather  will, 
for  the  moil  part,  agree  therewith,)  as  the  rifing  and  fading 
of  the  Mercury,  for  when  from  much  rain  it  rifes  up  to  change- 
able, it  denotes  fair  weather,  though  not  of  fo  long  conti- 
nuance as  might  be  expected  if  the  Mercury  rofe  hig,.er;  and 
fo,  on  the  other  hand,  from  fettled  or  very  fair  to  change- 
able, foremews  wind,  hai  ,  rail,  or  thunder. 

Note. —  Thefe  ru  es  and  obiervation>  are  worthy  to  be  kept 
and  preferved  by  every  curious  perfon.
